The 21st day of June, 1942, is a 


day of deep and varied significanc- 


At 17 minutes after 8 in the even- 


ing, summer arrives formally. Pre- 
viously, however, the passing of 
midnight of June 20 ushers in Fath- 
er's Day in the United States. 


It seems filling, then, thai Ihe 


falhcrs of America, on their day, 
should send greetings to the fath- 
ers of Germany, along these lines: 


We're sorry for you fellows, a 


litlle, but we can't grieve too 
much. You, and you only, are re- 
sponsible for the sons you have 
lost and the sons you have yet lo 
lose in western Europe, in Africa, 
on the high seas, over Brilain, 
and most disastrously in Russia. 


While we devoted ourselves to 


the ways of peace, you spent your 
lime and subslance making guns 
and lanks, warplanes and bombs. 


While we were asscrling and 


exercising Ihe righl of free men 
lo govern Ihemselves, you permit- 
ted a warped-minded egomaniac to 
control your every action and most 
of your thoughls. 


While we defended Ihe righl of 


every person lo worship his own 
God in his own way, you prolcsl- 
ed only ineffeclually when your fue- 
hrer closed churches, persecuted 
your clergy, and led you backward 
toward the paganism of your race's 
darkest ages. 


While we strove lo make racial 


bigotry a strcnch in the nostrils of 
decent men, you stood by cravcnly 
at best — and co-operated active- 
ly at worst—while a race from 
which Germany had drawn much 
of the best of her culture was mal- 
Irealcd brutally. 


This, lathers of Germany, is nol 


alone the first day of summer and 
the day dedicated lo Ihe falhcr- 
hood of dcmocralic America. 


This also is Ihe anniversary of 


the occasion when your despolic 
fuehrer turned treacherously upon 
his Russian ally, and plunged you 
and your sons into an unnecessary

Germans Report 
New Red Attack 
on Smolensk

Moscow, June 20 — —Keeping 


the enemy guessing as to their real 
intentions, the Russians remained 
silent today on a German report 
that the Red Army had launched 
a huge new offensive against Smo- 
lensk while the Germans continued 
to exert enormous pressure in the 
smokc-obscUred battle about Sevas- 
topol in the Crimea. 


(A BBC broadcast 
from Lon- 


don said the Russians had recap- 
tured a large town on the Kalinin 
front in the sector north of Smo- 
lensk) 


The German report, as heard 


here, said Russian infantry in the 
central sector west o'f Moscow was 
attacking in waves with tank and 
infantry support, but there was no 
confirmation from any Soviet quar- 
ter. 


It was recalled here, however,, 


that when the Germans began their 
early May offensive on the Kerch 
peninsula in the Crimea, the Rus- 
sians began their own

Army Airf orce 
Lets Down Hair

Washington, June 20 —(AP). — 


The Army Air Forces, from conv 
mander Lieut. Gen. Henry H, Ar-* 
nold to the specialists in charge of* 
the various divisions, finally have 
let down their hair for the benefit 
of the Aviation Writers Association. 


Much of what- these experts said 


was of necessity off the record. But 
from the lectures and discussions, 
which began early yesterday and 
ran on through the day, emerged 
the clean - cut picture of an air 
force which, operating on all the 
world's continents, today can boost 
that: 


It has; combat planes now which 


have stood' up notably under ene- 
my fire, and is nearing comple- 
tion of new types which may. rev- 
olutionize aerial warfare. 


It has a supply serivce — the 


ferrying command — which soon 
will be spanning 10 times the num- 
ber of, miles, covered; by . ajf? the 
world's airlines at ifte start,of! the 
.war, and which rapidly is bringing, 
the AAF to a state 'of self - suffi- 
ciency independent of land or1 sea- 
transport; 


It has the largest; air . training 


program ever undertaken, by any 
country, one whose scope by 1943 
will be, of "astronomical1.1 .dimen- 
sions; 
< 


It is manned' -by 
youngsters 


who, in the words of' Maj. 'Gen. 
Barton K. Youht, head of the fly- 
ing training command, are "the 
cream of- the land — if we can't 
train them, we couldn't train any- 
body." 


While it was caught short by the 


Nazis in the use of gliders 
for 


troop and cargo carrying, it has 
under a full; head of steam a pro- 
gram that is. making up ground at
